In the centuries that have elapsed 
since Columbus’ arrival in the Americas, 
indigenous groups have suffered the 
enslavement and conquest that the Eu- 
ropean sea captain envisioned. 

They have also endured infection by 
new diseases, exploitation of their labor, 
displacement from their lands, and even 
genocide. 

To top it off, most U.S. citizens today 
are largely unaware of these historical 
struggles and almost totally oblivious 
to the ongoing problems that American 
Indian communities now face. 

In the 2010 census, 5.2 million peo- 
ple identified themselves as wholly or 
partly American Indian or Alaskan Na- 
tive, and California is home to more than 
700,000 of those people — far more 
than any other state. 

Keeping that in mind, non-Native 
Californians have a special civic ob- 
ligation, at the very least, to educate 
ourselves on the problems faced by our 
indigenous neighbors, and those issues 
are varied, from health problems to pris- 
on recidivism. 

According to a March report by the 
UCLA Center for Policy Research, 51 per- 
cent of American Indians in California 
have prediabetes or diabetes. And an Au- 
gust report from the state’s Department 
of Corrections and Rehabilitation found 
that offenders classified as American In- 
dian or Alaskan Native had a three-year 


return-to-prison rate of 55.1 percent, 
higher than any other ethnic grouping. 

In September, at the annual White 
House Tribal Nations Conference, Pres- 
ident Barack Obama patted himself on 
the back for approving energy projects 
and funding high-speed internet access 
for indigenous peoples, telling the hun- 
dreds of federal recognized American 
Indian groups in attendance: “I’ve heard 
you. I have seen you. And I hope I’ve 
done right by you.” 

But there is clearly much more to 
be done. It doesn’t bode well that both 
major presidential candidates have been 
silent on the plight of indigenous peo- 
ples, including on the controversial Da- 
kota Access oil pipeline in North Dakota. 
Since August, thousands of Standing 
Rock Sioux and their allies have con- 
verged to protest the pipeline’s construc- 
tion, which they say defiles ancestral 
lands and endangers the water supply.

For Transitional Housing 





Anexperiment in cooperative living offers San Francisco's homeless an alternative to tent encampments.

San Francisco spends $241 mil- 
lion a year on homeless services, yet still 
has between 80 and 100 encampments 
and a homeless population of about 
6,500. Every one of us shakes our heads 
at the fact that the city spends so much 
on the problem of homelessness, and 
visibly it just seems to get worse. 

One group is piloting a project to 
improve the situation. Out in an in- 
dustrial patch by the Caltrain tracks 
at Seventh and Hubbell streets, Box 
City is a self-managed community co- 
op powered by a small army of com- 
munity volunteers and a large supply

of gift certificates. 

The folks behind Box City don’t 
call it an encampment. They call ita 
“transitional sleep and service hub” or 
a “transitional eco-village.” There are 
community rules, and they discourage 
unsightly tents. Instead, Box City is a 
half-block lineup of sheds, embellished 
wood carts, tiny A-frames, and a func- 
tioning portable toilets. Some struc- 
tures are equipped with hinged doors 
or locks, and one even has a quaint 
little fake chimney on top. 

But the project is about a lot more 
than aesthetics, though several volun- 
teer builders chip in on improving the 
structures. It’s funded by the nonprofit

Saint Francis Homelessness Challenge, 
whose founder Amy Farah Weiss tells 
SF Weekly, “The goal is to actually iden- 
tify the spots that are more ideal, to 
bring in the support for organizing and 
to reduce the pain points for both un- 
housed and housed residents.” 

“Pain points,” in the lingo of ad- 
vocates for the homeless, are human 
waste, needles, trash, chop shops, 
crime, unsightly tents, and the other 
unpleasantness associated with home- 
less encampments. 

Tents “are a challenge both securi- 
ty-wise for people to get secure sleep, 
and they’re also not pleasing aestheti- 
cally to the eye,” Farah Weiss explains. 


“This group all have invested the time 
in building their own sleep structures. 
You're actually not supposed to have 
a tent at Box City, you're supposed to 
invest the time in building a structure 
and being a part of the community to 
maintain the area.” 

The roughly 20 residents — who 
have operated as a core group since 
their previous encampment on Division 
Street was cleared during the Super 
Bowl sweeps — manage a self-policed 
community with structured systems to 
handle garbage and human waste. In 
return for a clean camp, local business- 
es offer gift certificates and volunteer 
workers help upgrade the structures. 
The Saint Francis Homelessness Chal- 
lenge covers the cost of the portable 
toilets. 

“We increase accountability to the 
residents at these encampments, then 
we can ask for more accountability 
back,” Farah Weiss says. 

The structures at Box City resemble 
do-it-yourself dumpster-dive projects 
from the “tiny house” craze. That’s 
not a coincidence. The tiny house 
movement was inspired by things that 
homeless people have been doing for 
years: building houses out of trash for 
no money. 

The residences are “small enough to 
be mobile but big enough to enjoy,” vol- 
unteer carpenter Greg Kloehn says. 

Box City is not sanctioned by the 
city, but it has some police volunteer 
support and hopes to present itself to 
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the Department of Homelessness and 
Supportive Housing as a vastly more 
cost-effective alternative to current lev- 
els of city spending. 

“It’s not adding to the amount of 
money, it’s redirecting it from an in- 
effective tool, which is currently the 
police, to an effective resource,” Farah 
Weiss notes. 

“We're working with the DPW to 
make their jobs easier and less costly,” 
she adds. “Thus far, there haven’t been 
any major bumps in the road.” 

The Saint Francis Homelessness 
Challenge is happy to take online dona- 
tions, but there’s one crucial way you 
can support them for free. 

“T encourage people to vote no on 
Propositions Q and R,” Farah Weiss 
urges, referring to measures to ban 
tents on sidewalks and enhance San 
Francisco Police Department efforts to 
enforce the ban. “They don’t add any 
housing or solutions to this issue.” 

Box City also does not add “hous- 
ing” in the sense that people are still 
living on the streets. 

“These people are living in this off- 
grid urban situation that isn’t ideal 
in so many ways, Farah-Weiss says. 
“But in some ways, you're going to find 
more of the ideal American community 
aspects in this group. They're looking 
out for one another and their family. 
They’re looking to organize and find a 
new path.”

Jeans Are 
In His Genes

Each day, Ulrich “Ubi” Simpson 


wakes up with the sun — no alarm nec- 
essary. He yawns, stretches, and then lies 
in bed for amoment to think about all 
the things he will have to accomplish in 
the next 24 hours. 

Simpson, 45, often has a long to-do 
list: He is the founder of the denim 
brand UBi-IND, short for Ubi Indus- 
tries, and the proprietor of a retail and 
design studio in the Mission. Denim is 
his life. 

“For me, denim is a universal expe- 
rience, Simpson says. “Everybody has 
their favorite pair of jeans or a favorite 
accessory. There's a timelessness to it.” 

Simpson studied at the Fashion 
Institute of Technology and began his 
career at Tommy Hilfiger. He has since 
worked with numerous other brands, 
including Calvin Klein, Nike, Levi’s, and 
Pepe Jeans. His first venture as an en- 





trepreneur was a collection of jeans for 
athletic men who tend to be taller, with 
thicker thighs. 

“There was an untapped market 
for this group of people that wanted a 
quality pair of jeans,’ he says. 

Simpson’s first order of business for 
the day is usually to check on his sup- 
pliers, which are all within a one-mile 
radius of his studio. He mounts his 
BMW motorcycle and zooms off from 
his home in the Marina District to the 
San Francisco offices of Cone Denim, 
which runs an 111-year-old cotton mill 
in North Carolina. 

After White Oak, he hits up another 
couple of stops — a factory, a sustain- 
able washing center, and a weaver. 

Then the day truly begins. 

He parks the bike across the 
street from his shop and waves hello 
to the neighbors before entering a 
200-square-foot box in ActivSpace, the 
retail row at the corner of 18th Street 
and Treat Avenue. 

Stepping into his studio is like 
drowning in a sea of indigo. Stacks of 
jeans lie neatly folded in cubbies, and 
denim ponchos hang in the windows, 
ranging in color from darkest mid- 
night to powder blue. The azure goods 
contrast with the studio’s light oak 
cabinets and a few bright, shiny objects 
sprinkled throughout the space — a 
silver antique leather hole puncher, a 


pair of vintage wedding bands, anda 
harmonica. There’s a playfulness to the 
decor as well. A surfboard hangs near 
the ceiling. So does a small punching 
bag, way too high for anyone much 
shorter than Simpson who is 6-foot-3. 
Old Buddy Lee dolls stare out from var- 
ious corners. 

“I try to surround myself with 
things that inspire me,’ Simpson says. 

His inspirations are eclectic, from 
early-20th-century workwear to Jap- 
anese boro patchwork to Guatemalan 
textile patterning. Combining different 
influences is what American culture is 
all about, he explains. 

Jeans for men are still one of his 
main products — he outfits celebrities 
like the artist Fab 5 Freddy, the rapper 
Waka Flocka Flame, and the Golden 
State Warriors shooting guard Klay 
Thompson. But he focuses much of his 
attention on his newest collection, Mi 
Cocina — Spanish for “my kitchen” — 
a line of aprons, oven mitts, knife rolls, 
and napkins made of durable, heavy- 
weight denim and canvas. 

When Simpson is not talking with 
the folks who wander into the shop, 
he is bombarded with daily tasks like 
updating his retail website, sprucing 
up the studio, delicately folding all the 
merchandise, and taking dozens of calls 
a day, mostly from factories with ques- 
tions about orders. 
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For the holidays, he is ramping up 
production, as he recently partnered 
with West Elm to feature his kitchen 
collection in all its California stores. He 
employs a few part-timers to help him 
with events and with his website, but 
for the most part, it’s a one-man show, 
for now. Simpson ultimately wants 
what most companies in the Bay Area 
want: a smart, dedicated team that 
brings his brand to a wider audience. 
But, he concedes, that may still be 
some time away. 

Closing time is when the sun goes 
down. 

“T want to try and stay away from 
being just another brand,” Simpson

When the Daddy sends me a 
photo of his big Black dick, I get all hot 
and bothered and decide that I have to 
meet him.

If 
you counted every White father on 
every Nick at Nite rerun and mul- 
tiplied it by how many times those 
reruns have screened since the 90s, 
you still wouldn’t be near the ballpark 
guesstimate of how many White Dads 
I’ve banged. (I mean, this is S.F.) But 
there’s such a huge difference between 
Daddy/Son roleplay and Adopted Dad- 
dy/Son role play, y know? As a Black 
person — and I say that with pride — | 
sometimes walk away from interracial 
Dad/Son roleplay feeling like the main 
character from that 1980s TV show 
Webster, minus the implied privilege 
of actually having a rich (well-mean- 
ing) White Dad adopt me. It feels like, 
where the fuck is my pony and health 
insurance?

Pro-Weed Ads 
Fail to Make 
Their Case

In my last column, I looked at 
some of the ads that cannabis legaliza- 
tion opponents are using to sway voters 
before Election Day, in what could be the 
last real chance to hold up legalization. 
Prohibitionist ads tend to exaggerate the 
downsides seen in states that have legal- 
ized marijuana and emphasize the de- 
gree to which legalization will expose 
kids to the drug — or at least marketing 
for it. Some of the spots show photos of 
dirty stoner types. 

This week, I looked at the pro-legal- 
ization ads, and it’s worth saying what 
they don’t do. They don’t show anyone 
using marijuana. 

Instead, they fall into two broad 
categories. In the first, parents, retired 
cops, and other authority figures — al- 
most all of them White — emphasize 
how strictly marijuana will be regulat- 
ed under the proposed rule. 

“We're going to be asking voters not 
to be afraid to make a common-sense 


decision,” a former sheriff says in one 
ad. 

In the second type, people with the 
same level of gravitas — sometimes 
the exact same people — talk up how 
good legalization will be for the state 
economy, especially in terms of gener- 
ating tax dollars for schools. 

In this age of political fact-check- 
ing, it’s worth noting that so far in 
Colorado, despite what the ads say, the 
taxes have not had a huge impact on 
state coffers. That’s according to Colo- 
rado Gov. John Hickenlooper, a Demo- 
crat who was not initially thrilled that 
the state legalized weed but who has 
spoken more favorably of the experi- 
ment as it has unfolded. 

In their way, the pro-legalization 
ads fall as far short as their coun- 
terparts on the other side. Cannabis 
activists talk about a lot of reasons 
to legalize: racial dis- 
parities in drug law 
enforcement, the plant's 
medical benefits (both 
those that are known 
and others that are yet 
to be confirmed), eco- 
nomic benefits like taxes 
and job creation, and 
the principle that a free 
society should err on the 
side of permission rath- 
er than prohibition. 








Only one commercial that I saw 
hints at how legalization could alter 
American life. In the ad, which sup- 
ports recreational access in Arizona, a 
woman of about 30 sits at a computer 
typing an email to her mom. “When I 
was in college, I used to drink a lot. It 
was kind of crazy,’ she writes. “Now 
that I’m older, I prefer to use marijua- 
na. It’s less harmful to my body. I don’t 
get hungover. And honestly, I feel safer 
around marijuana users. I hope this 
makes sense, but if not, let’s talk.” 

The ad is coy, but at least it is trying 
to start a discussion. It brings up the 
new social paradigm that comes with 
legalization: an alternative to alcohol. 
We've lived our whole lives in a society 
where one particular impairing sub- 
stance has been available to law-abid- 
ing people. Alcohol is part of life across 
all strata of society and has a place 
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in mainstream family and religious 
life. In various forms, it has been in- 
corporated into subcultures across the 
American mosaic. 

For millions of people, these 
pro-legalization videos are the first 
“Just Say Yes!” ads that they’ve ever 
seen. They’re also their introduction 
to a new industry that wants to move 
into their neighborhoods and have as 
robust and intimate a role in their lives 
as alcohol has now. 

Cutting conventional political spots 
probably makes more sense to get 
these ballot measures across the finish 
line. 

Among themselves, cannabis peo- 
ple seem to talk about little other than 
the benefits of the plant. It’s time for 
them to start learning how to discuss 
it across what might be called the 

green gap, with those mil- 
lions who consider it un- 
appealing. This will hone 
the industry’s arguments 
and force it to scrap the 
weaker ones. 

The fact that mari- 
juana is on the cusp of 
legalization in California 
and four other states is 
the result of decades of 
tireless and often dan- 
gerous activism. Why did 
they do it? Was it all just 
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to get high? Cynics might think so, but 
there’s also a compelling narrative to 
be told about why legalization is the 
right thing to do, including that some 
people like to get high, and that’s OK. 
Cannabis advocates will need to 
go public with their case for cannabis 
— because so far legalization hasn't 
boosted school taxes.

HOW THE THRILLPEDDLERS PERFECTED 
THE ART OF TERROR AND TITILLATION.

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fter another night 
of heavy boozing, Mi- 
ley Judson decides to 
see Dr. Eugene Maddox, 
a sinister physician who 
promises to cure him of 
alcoholism. But the presence of a mon- 
strous worm, floating in an apothecary 
jar, suggests that the doctor's methods 
are hardly board-certified. 

Desperate, Judson ingests the 
larva, called a Hellgrammite, which 
grows and grows in his belly, absorbing 
alcohol and preventing him from ever 
experiencing intoxication again. 

But its thirst may be insatiable. 

This gruesome morality play, set in 
temperance-era San Francisco, is part 
of the Thrillpeddlers’ Shocktoberfest 17: 
Pyramid of Freaks, a suite of four short 
plays that opens with “The Hellgram- 
mite Method,’ whose unusual title 
comes from the name of the Dobson- 
fly’s larva, an arthropod the size of a 
human hand that resembles a spinal 
column with legs and jaws. 

Like The Simpsons’ long-running 
“Treehouse of Horror” episodes, the 
show is part of an annual, comically 
spooky October rite. Shocktoberfest, 
which opened earlier this month in 
SoMa’'s small Hypnodrome theater, 
is the fall production from the San 
Francisco theater company known as 
the Thrillpeddlers. A cluster of four 
one-acts that balances out the troupe's 
theatrical calendar with the one or 
two other plays they stage through- 
out the year, Shocktoberfest embodies 
their love of garishness and highbrow 
schlock. A typical Thrillpeddlers show 
might involve a werewolf lapping 
semen off someone’s face, a meal 
consisting of a human foot, a corseted 
madam baring her buxom decolletage 
to a hairy man in pasties, and at least 
one ghoulish, onstage death. 

The staging is minimal, the props 
are homemade, and the costumes are 
bawdy. (An anthropomorphized pig 
character in Shocktoberfest 17 has a 
curly penis instead of just a curly tail.) 
The horror, while real, is of the campy 
variety — think of Vincent Price’s 
cult classic The Tingler, an absurd ’50s 
chiller about a creature that lives in 
people’s vertebrae and scares them to 
death. 

But the company’s let’s-put-on-a- 
show ethos belies the fact that they 
are keepers of a flame that, like the 
Mission Blue butterfly, is endemic to 
San Francisco and found almost no- 
where else.

However silly and ridiculous, 
this ethos is steeped in the long-running 
traditions of the Grand Guignol, an over- 
the-top aesthetic that combines word- 
play and raunchy jokes with references to 
turn-of-the-last-century Paris. As a the- 
atrical term, “Grand Guignol” has been 
applied loosely to everything from dis- 
posable and long-forgotten, pre-World 
War I plays about ax murders to What- 
ever Happened to Baby Jane? Thrillped- 
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dlers producing director Russell 
Blackwood, however, has a very specific 
definition. 

“As a genre, it’s about one-act plays 
that alternate between terror and titil- 
lation,” he says. “One of the hallmarks 
of the Grand Guignol is something 
called the Scottish shower. If you're 
seeing four to six plays on the bill, 
they would alternate them with the 
‘cold shower plays, which were terror 
or drama, and ‘hot shower plays’ like 
comedies and sex farces. Laughter and 
tears, and laughter and fears — not 
just the over-the-top bloodletting that 
the adjective ‘Grand Guignol’ has come 
to mean.” 

Beyond that lineage, the Thrillped- 
dlers are also the spiritual descendants 
of the Cockettes. Born out of Summer 
of Love-era S.F., that theatrical troupe 
was a sensation, combining outrageous 
costumes and an amateur spirit to det- 
onate social mores surrounding gender 
— but also to dearly held theatrical 
orthodoxy. 

Divine, the drag queen and muse to 
John Waters, was a Cockette, as was 
Sylvester, the Black diva who later be- 
came a defining personality of the dis- 
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co era. Prior to the troupe’s creation, 
founding member Hibiscus was the 
turtleneck-clad hippie famously photo- 
graphed placing a flower into the barrel 
of a rifle on the National Mall during 
an anti-Vietnam protest in 1967. 

In short, they sprang up from the 
intersection of Flower Power and the 
still-nascent gay liberation, and lasted 
only a few years. Although they mostly 
performed at the long-gone Palace 
Theater in North Beach, the Cockettes’ 
improvisational nature was of a piece 
with the zeitgeist of the late-’60s 
Haight, and they famously “bombed” 
during their debut in New York. (Some 
might say the starchy Manhattanite 
theatergoers reacted like the horrified 
students at the Enchantment Under 
the Sea dance in Back to the Future 
when Marty McFly rips into heavy 
metal during “Johnny B. Goode.” They 
just weren't ready for that yet.) 

The Thrillpeddlers stage two or 
three productions a year, frequently 
revivals of Cockettes material like Vice 
Palace — a marriage of sorts between 
Federico Fellini’s Juliet of the Spirits 
and Edgar Allan Poe’s “The Masque of 
the Red Death” — but also original 
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work like Club Inferno, a glam-rock mu- 
sical based on the hellish section of The 
Divine Comedy, which they revived this 
year. Their motto, “Sissies Stay Home,” 
refers to the squeamish and the prud- 
ish, but you wouldn't find a more 
welcoming house for sissies and other 
deviants — even in San Francisco. 

This is musical theater for musical 
theater nerds, people equipped to get 
abstruse references to 1920s Paris and 
— in theory — able to differentiate 
between racist jokes and the ridiculing 
of the long history of racist tropes 
onstage. The more you know about 
Weimar Germany, Busby Berkeley, Ma- 
ria Montez as the Cobra Woman, Aris- 
tophanes’ Lysistrata, Josephine Baker’s 
banana skirts, and the Italian tenor 
Enrico Caruso’s possibly apocryphal 
residency at an opera house in the Am- 
azon, the better. While the Thrillped- 
dlers would seem to lean hard on prior 
work, it’s not necessarily unoriginal 
— the estate of the German composer 
Kurt Weill, for instance, refused to let 
the company use his music, so they 
had to write original songs. And apart 
from a smattering of companies stag- 
ing the occasional revival of Cockettes 
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plays like Pearls Over Shanghai — for 
which Blackwood won a Theater Bay 
Area Award for Outstanding Direction 
— and Orgy in the Lighthouse, there's 
almost no one in the United States tak- 
ing on this material. 


HELEN MIRREN AND SYLVESTER 


Because every show relies on an 
ensemble cast, auditions are not for any 
one particular part. So the group has co- 
alesced into a tight bond. William Selby, 
a graphic designer who has illustrated 
many of the Thrillpeddlers’ posters, re- 
wrote a Twilight Zone episode from the 
1980s into “The Hellgrammite Method.” 
Not an actor himself, Selby calls himself 
an honorary Thrillpeddler. 

“The quality of the performances 
and actors and the commitment is just 
great,’ he says. “They’re versatile. You'll 
see the guy who played the alcoholic 
playing other roles. I don’t know how 
they do it, but I’m glad they do.” 

“Shocktoberfest came alive when 
we started to incorporate live music,” 
Selby adds. “My personal favorite is 
the blackout with the ectoplasm. It can 
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really scare people.” 

Live music owes its incorporation 
to Scrumbly Koldewyn, an original 
Cockette who went on to do all manner 
of theater after the troupe disbanded 
in the early 1970s. A lyricist, compos- 
er, and musician, he took advantage of 
the attention that followed the 2003 
documentary The Cockettes and con- 
nected with Blackwood to revive the 
company’s oeuvre, writing music for 
about 10 original shows since. 

“Tm so glad to be back home with 
[the] edgy and weird,” he says. “Be- 
cause I’m a freak, and I love that. I 
think that everybody is, but I know it. 
Most people are trying to deny their 
freakiness.” 

But the Thrillpeddlers aren’t just 
Cockettes 2.0. For one thing, four 
decades of work have broadened Kol- 
dewyn’s theatrical and musical reach. 

“We were just such amateurs feeling 
our way through it,” he says of the 
Cockettes. It’s a word I’m reluctant to 
use too freely for fear of giving offense, 
but it’s undeniable that the Thrillped- 
dlers resist professionalization in sev- 
eral key ways, and by design. 

“It’s enough so that it allows cre- 
ativity and celebrates somebody that 
might have been overlooked in main- 
stream theater,’ Koldewyn adds. 

A self-described “drunk-folk band,” 
Vagabondage is the house band for 
Shocktoberfest, playing while the au- 
dience gets settled and providing the 
score during the plays. Their position 
embodies the tension between ama- 
teur and professional, as Koldewyn 
writes only the “main lines” and leaves 
them room for their own creativity, 
which must adhere to the rigors of the 
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stage. 

“There’s an entire cast of people 
singing that’s not you, fiddle player 
Sean Malroy says. “They can't shift. 
They're relying on us to lay the ground- 
work for everything they’re perform- 
ing on top of. You want to show up for 
them.” 

“The parts we've interpreted we've 
definitely done with you in the room,” 
accordion player and vocalist Emchy 
says, referring to Koldewyn. “Are we 
Vagabondage-ing it in a way that is OK 
for your baby? We want to do right by 
Scrumbly.” 

The result, Emchy adds, pointing 
wryly to a tattoo on her shoulder that 
reads “POET,” is “playfully dark and 
sexily political and very, very queer.” 

“Shock value is extremely import- 
ant,” Koldewyn adds. “The comedy 
is played with some underlying sub- 
stance, little bits of philosophy and 
insight.” 

It’s all possible in San Francisco be- 
cause of its position as a secondary city 
with respect to stage and screen. 

“This town is very good at having 
semi-professionals,” Vagabondage’s 
Malroy says. 

Emchy calls it “the beauty of chaos.” 

“If there’s room for people to try 
things out, magic can happen,” she 
says, citing piano bars frequented by 
Broadway types who get agitated if a 
drunk patron misses a single note. “If 
you re super-regimented, it’s very rare.” 

The night of the infamous Cock- 
ettes fiasco caused a rupture along 
similar lines. Embarrassed, the future 
disco diva Sylvester put out a dis- 
claimer to avoid absorbing any further 
blame, Koldewyn says. 


“It was weird, and I didn’t really 
forgive him. He was part of the force 
in the Cockettes that was trying to get 
some tighter productions.” 

But the approach prepares actors to 
thwart disaster. 

“We did a show called Gone With the 
Showboat to Oklahoma,’ Koldewyn says. 
“Somebody threw an empty soda can 
onstage, and you could hear the audi- 
ence go ‘huhhhh,’ because we were new 
and not everyone was into pretty boys 
in drag prancing around. I reached 
down and pretended to take a huge 
swig out of it. I love stuff like that.” 

Had he infinite resources, Koldewyn 
wouldn’t change much. “I'd love to take 
these people and put a few really big 
people like Helen Mirren and Johnny 
Depp into some of these shows.” 

But it would risk diluting the very 
things that make Thrillpeddlers pro- 
ductions what they are. 

“T would hate for it to lose the im- 
mediacy, and the fact that oftentimes 
you have half as many people onstage 
as there are in the audience,” he adds. 
“Tve thought about what it would be 
like in bigger places. We'd have to de- 
sign and build the place.” 


‘THE OPERA IS VERY STUFFY' 


Born into a theater family in 
Kansas City, Mo., Russell Blackwood, the 
producing director, worked with the San 
Francisco Shakespeare Festival “before 
the Hypnodrome came into my life” in 
2004. (An earlier iteration of the 
Thrillpeddlers known as Belle-Nouveau 
Productions performed in New York and 
Boston prior to that, but did not include 


Cockettes or Cockettes-inspired work.) 

Although the Thrillpeddlers only 
stage a few plays per year, the theater 
is seldom dark. Rehearsals happen 
on-site and can take weeks, and Black- 
wood runs a Creepshow Camp in the 
summer for kids to learn the art of 
making bags of fake blood. 

As the troupe owns the Hypno- 
drome and the cast and crew wear 
multiple hats, overhead is relatively 
low. It’s also no one’s primary source of 
income: The stipend is about $10 per 
actor per performance. It’s a hustle, 
and at least one Thrillpeddler performs 
by night and wakes up early to earn his 
living as a barista at Peet’s. 

David Bicha, who works in cor- 
porate communications for Charles 
Schwab, made his Thrillpeddlers debut 
in 2015’s revival of Club Inferno. His 
co-workers are “loyal fans” who live 
vicariously through his onstage antics. 
He died onstage twice each night in 
last year’s Shocktoberfest, discovering 
an “affinity for getting really bloody,” 
and also acted in a role that called for 
kissing his teenage daughter and im- 
pregnating her offstage. 

“She was played by Birdie-Bob Watt, 
a man in his 50s, so I’m not sure which 
is stranger, Bicha says. 

A thespian since middle school, he 
knew Blackwood and Koldewyn from 
the theater world, and the possibility 
of being depraved and villainous lured 
him in. 

“Td never had the opportunity to do 
extreme violence or sexuality, but I was 
always curious about it,” Bicha says. “I 
feel grateful for the opportunity Rus- 
sell put before me at age 50, to get the 
chance to feel sexy onstage. Whatever 
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your opinion about it, you kind of have 
to go there when you're doing it, and 
it’s been liberating that way.” 

While she doesn't fully expose 
herself, Zelda Koznofski relishes the 
opportunity to have uninhibited fun 
onstage. Beginning with Vice Palace in 
2011, she’s performed in five Thrillped- 
dlers shows. 

“T’ve gone pretty far suggestively, 
but I’ve never shown my tits,” she says, 
noting that her refusal has become a 
good-hearted joke among her friends in 
the cast. “I love it and it pushes bound- 
aries. You can kind of tell, watching the 
show from the stage, who loved it and 
who’s not into it.” 

Blackwood is a “very generous di- 
rector,’ she adds. “The environment of 
support is a really great place to flour- 
ish and get parts you wouldn’t normal- 
ly have thought you could do. I learned 
a lot about what I was capable of there.” 

Even when you retire from show 
business, you never stop being a 
Thrillpeddler, says J Sykes Iness, who 
appeared in several shows during 2015, 
including Shocktoberfest 16: Curse of the 
Cobra, in which he played (among other 
things) a patron at the ill-fated Donner 
Party Diner. Formerly a singer in the 
San Francisco Opera, he opted to ditch 
that comparatively higher-profile gig to 
prance about the stage of the Hypno- 
drome as a “giant hairy man in panties 
and high heels with pasties on.” 

“The opera is very stuffy,” he says. 
“They love queer people, but you have 
to put a lid on it when you perform 
with them. Everyone’s a snob if you 
werent trained the right way, and they 
hated that confidence in me.”

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gay ex-husband in a drag version of 
Absolutely Fabulous at Oasis caught 
Blackwood’s attention, and Iness’ first 
role was as Quasihomo, a gay hunch- 
back enjoying a forbidden tryst with his 
lesbian best friend, Lesmerelda (played 
by the S.F. stage veteran Leigh Crow). 
He’s hurled himself against the con- 
crete floor to maximize the melodrama 
quotient in his own deaths. Once, he 
licked a little too much “semen” (which 
was actually soap) off a cast-mate’s face 
and had to swallow it in order to say his 
next line, which caused him to run into 
the bushes and dry-heave. It’s cuckoo 
bananas, but the serious side is what 
cemented the professional relationship 
and turned it into a personal one. 

“By the end of The Untamed Stage, 

I was just sobbing because it really 
reflected the political climate of how 
people view people who are different,” 
Iness says. They’re singing about ‘how 
we re different, and you're not going to 
make us go away, and at the end, ev- 
eryone’s gunned down in machine-gun 
fire in the darkness. These people are 
my friends now, and they are the queer 
artists of the world. They were queer 
artists playing queer artists, and when | 
was watching them get gunned down, it 
was like, “This could really happen, and 
these are the people it would happen 
to.’ It was so real.” 

And then it did happen. After the 
shooting at the Orlando nightclub 
Pulse in June of this year, a number of 
Thrillpeddlers gathered together for a 
ritual. 

“Eighty percent of the Thrillped- 
dlers are pagan,” Iness says. “We have 
a phone tree anytime we need some- 
thing. When Orlando happened, we 
stood on a hill in Duboce Park and 
passed a bottle of wine around and 
formed a power circle and stated what 
we were feeling and made magic hap- 
pen. It’s the neatest thing I have ever 
done, and even though I’m not per- 
forming anymore, once a Thrillpeddler, 
always a Thrillpeddler.” 


RACE MATTERS 


I have seen fully naked male 
Thrillpeddlers engaged in, for all intents 
and purposes, anal intercourse onstage. 
Even by San Francisco mores, that can be 
shocking. (If you're not clutching your 
proverbial pearls, you might be left slack- 
jawed, wondering how they get away with 
this.) But nudity under lights isn’t what 
makes the individual repertory players 
occasionally uncomfortable. Racial mat- 
ters are. 

From yellowface to faux-tiki exot- 
icism to the character of Othello, the 
theater has long been a place where 
racist tropes get inscribed into the col- 
lective consciousness. And it’s deeply 
embedded in the canon: Try sitting 
through Caucasian actresses perform 
“Three Little Maids from School Are 
We’ from Gilbert and Sullivan’s The Mi- 
kado without shifting a little. 

The Thrillpeddlers aren’t averse to 
“lampooning race relations,” as Iness 
puts it. Depending on context and 
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one’s own perspective, this can mean 
holding up stereotypes in order to Earl Alfred Paus, 
smash them — or it can mean embrac- Zelda Koznofski, 
ing crude racist jokes in the service of and Alix Feinsod 
what they see as their larger message. 

In 2015’s Shocktoberfest, for exam- 
ple, there was a fair amount of “made- 
up Polynesian jargon,” Iness says. 

“T believe some of it was actual Ton- 
gan,” he says. “Scrumbly did try. It’s all 
absurd, but at times, we’re like, ‘I don’t 
know if I could do this.’ ” 

Consulting the veteran Thrillpeddler 
Steven Satyricon, he gradually became 
at ease with the material, concluding 
that the perspective that theater puts 
on such things is unique. 

“When you're demonstrating to peo- 
ple how absurd it is, you have to take 
on those traits,” he says. 

Or, as Koldewyn says, “We don’t do 
straight musical theater. It’s all a paro- 
dy of musical theater.” 

And in any case, Blackwood’s theat- 
rical erudition is forceful. 

“Russells a real artist,” Iness says. 
“The funniest thing is that when I came 
into the Thrillpeddlers, I thought it was 
just going to be a bunch of nonsense 
thrown together. But Russell is so stud- 
ied and smart that there’s all this dra- 
maturgy. If I’m building a building out 
of poop, Russell is telling me why I’m 
building a building out of poop, what 
the motivation is, and what I want the 
audience to feel.” 


LE FIN 


Corpses pile up as opening night 
goes well. The Hellgrammite worm grows 
and grows. Alligator Boy beats Freako at a 
game of poker. Tozzini the Strong Man 
wows the townspeople with his feats of 
strength (and red-and-white striped 
carny onesie). Madame Banga breast- 
feeds her dog children. Pa Sunflower has 
his way with the shirtless farmhand (who 
later has a date with the shredder). And 
the Cock-Demon Sitri rides the Demon 
Train to Sodom to get his just reward. 
The dressing room is full of jibber-jabber 
as naked actors run around putting on 
wigs. 

At the after-party, cast members 
crack open beers in spite of having 
just staged a play about a parasite that 
feasts on alcohol, causing its victim to 
writhe in agony. There’s a chocolate 
sheet cake, but whoever was tasked 
with writing a message in icing lost 
something in translation, as it reads 
“Shock To Be RFEST” in cursive. But I 
get to stick my neck in the guillotine. 
It’s scary, although not because the bas- 
ket with a head in it fills me with fear 
of actual decapitation; the pressure of 
the falling blade hitting the chin guard 
seems like it could fracture my jaw. It 
doesn’t. I stand up, head intact, and 
someone hands me another drink. 

“It’s this bizarre alternate universe,’ 
Iness says. “That’s why people do the- 
ater.”

BROTHER, WHERE 
ART THOU? 


There are plenty of examples within mu- 
sic, stage, and film of siblings whose ri- 
valries — friendly or otherwise — have 
compelled fantastic work. Consider the 
Andrews Sisters, Jackson 5, and AC/DC, 
or the Baldwins, the Barrymores, the 
Coen Brothers, and the Farrelly Broth- 
ers. It is far rarer to find gifted painters 
reared in the same house, but French sib- 
lings Arthur and Oscar Maslard have 
been creating art side by side all their 
lives. As Ratur and Sckaro, they formed 
the MV3 street-art collective, honing 
techniques on brick, concrete, and plas- 
ter.

HEARTBEATS 


Singer-songwriter-instrumentalist 
Kishi Bashi (the solo moniker of Jupi- 
ter One cofounder Kaoru Ishibashi) cre- 
ates inimitable, experimental one-man 
flights of pop. His music contains violin 
loops, beatboxing, and layered vocals 
(amazing falsetto included). Sonderlust, 
echoing his previous albums, features 
love songs and cosmic themes, but due to 
a painful personal breakup, Kishi Bashi is 
working in a darker, more cynical key 
here.

You never know what to expect from a new Jonathan Lethem novel. An ace 
at mixing various genres, Lethem combined sci-fi and detective fiction in his 
debut novel, Gun, with Occasional Music, and set a road story to a postapocalyp- 
tic landscape in Amnesia Moon. His award-winning Motherless Brooklyn, which 
solidified his status as a major novelist, was another detective tale, featuring a 
protagonist with Tourette syndrome and an obsession with language. Cur- 
rently, Letham is promoting his 10th novel, A Gambler's Anatomy. The book is a 
noirish spy tragicomedy with paranormal elements and, reportedly, some not- 
for-the-squeamish surgery. Bruno, the title character, is a backgammon hustler 
who believes he’s psychic and also has a brain tumor. In Singapore, he recon- 
nects with a high-school acquaintance who, for his own reasons, pays for brain 
surgery for Bruno. In Berkeley, land of failed hippie dreams, a Jimi Hen- 
drix-loving doctor performs the procedure, which costs Bruno his James Bond 
looks. That’s just scratching the surface, of course. Let the author himself tell 
you more when he appears in San Francisco to read from his book.

(NEW) FRAME OF REFERENCE 


The lingering effects of the Diggers on the San Francisco psyche can’t be over- 
emphasized. Founded in the mid-’60s by early members of the San Francisco 
Mime Troupe — including Peter Coyote and Peter Berg — and an ingenious, if 
somewhat nefarious, hard-talking East Coast radical named Emmett Grogan, 
the Diggers were an anarchist guerrilla street-theater community that offered 
free food, clothing, music, and medical care from parks, garages, and free 
stores designated by an empty picture frame. They spread their vision for a 
commerce-free society via broadsheets and public events often intriguingly at 
odds with the hippie phenomenon, which the Diggers — and Grogan in partic- 
ular — saw as a media-born creation perpetrated by the Haight Independent 
Proprietors. (Get it? HIP merchants.) Famously, the Diggers slammed the door 
on the Summer of Love in 1967 with their “Death of Hippie Parade.” In Death 
of Money: Diggers 50 Years Later, you'll hear about this and other key 
events from original participants Judy Goldhaft and Kent Minault as well as 
archivist Eric Noble, and discover their genesis on everything from Burning 
Man to Yippies.

Vy Stow Lake/Strawberry Hill in Golden Gate Park - San Francisco 


This story has been around for over a century. In Stow Lake, a lady was walking her baby 


in a stroller. As she sat on a bench to rest, she didn't notice that the stroller had rolled into 





the lake. She asked everyone she saw if they had seen her baby, and finally went to look 
in the lake and was never seen again. Urban legend has it that at night, a statue in her 
honor will come to life and ask you if you've seen her baby. If you’re at Stow Lake you 


may see her walking around Strawberry Hill looking for her baby. 


Queen Anne Hotel on Sutter Street and Octavia Street - San Francisco 
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The Queen Anne Hotel is an elegant Victorian style hotel, which dates back to the 1890's. 
With free access to all of the floors and some of the rooms, it’s a great place to perform an 
investigation. If you want you can spend a night or so in Miss Mary Lakes Room. Before 


the hotel even was a hotel, it was a school for girls since few girls had access to schools 





back then. Miss Mary Lake was the teacher. She was dedicated to her work. But when 
the school was closed down she was heart broken and as she eventually died. Her spirit 


remained. Room 410 top floor is where you can find her room. 


Abandoned Letterman Hospital in the Presidio - San Francisco 


From the 1890s, the Presidio was home to the Letterman Army Medical Center, which 
was named, in 1911, for Jonathan Letterman, the medical director of the Army of the 
Potomac (CivilWar). It was where thousands of returning sick and wounded soldiers 
from the overseas wars of the 20th century were treated. Many soldiers died and their 


ghosts still haunted this hospital in Park Presidio. For many years it was fenced off, but 





you could find ways either under the fence or over it. Many windows were boarded up 


but a basement door towards the back of the building was open. 


Neptune Society Columbarium at One Loraine Court - San Francisco 
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Located at One Loraine Court, San Francisco. Originally part of the Odd Fellows Cemetery, 
the Columbarium still stands over Geary Boulevard near Stanyan Street. This repository 
of the dead is not Columbariumonly wonderful eye candy, but has been a place of ghostly 
sightings as well. One encounter included a visitor having felt a hand on her back. When 
the woman turned around, no one was there. But a eerie white handprint remained 
on her blouse. Now a registered city landmark, the Columbarium is open to the public.

‘| FEEL MORE GROWN UP FOR HAVING DONE IT’ 


Pastoralia

“It didn’t turn out to be 
complicated at all,” Ewan McGregor 
says of his directorial debut. 

We're sitting in a private dining 
room in Parallel 37, the restaurant 
in the Ritz-Carlton Hotel atop the 
Stockton Tunnel. The eternally boyish, 
45-year-old McGregor is wearing a 
white T-shirt and his bedhead looks 
effortlessly stylized. He’s in town for 
the Mill Valley Film Festival and to 
promote American Pastoral, the adapta- 
tion of a Philip Roth novel of the same 
name that McGregor starred in as 
well as directed. Viewed from 30,000 
feet, the making of this film was not a 
smooth process. Having been a finalist 
three times in less than 20 years, Roth 
finally won the Pulitzer Prize in Lit- 
erature in 1998 for American Pastoral, 
which might be considered the “Great 
New Jersey Novel.” It uses Roth’s 
frequent alter ego Nathan Zuckerman 
to frame the story of Seymour “The 
Swede” Levov, a blond high-school 
football star who inherits his acerbic 
father’s glove factory and moves from 
Newark to rural Old Rimrock, N.J., 
where his troubled daughter gets 
swept up in the tumult of the 1960s 
underground left. 

But if it took Roth a while to nab 
his Pulitzer, it took nearly as long for 
the film version to come to fruition. 
Having bounced around various stages 
of development since 2002, things 
picked up in earnest with the casting 
of McGregor as the Swede in 2014. 
(Jennifer Connelly plays his wife, 
Elizabeth, and Dakota Fanning plays 
Merry, their stuttering, radical teenage 
offspring.) Phillip Noyce, the Austra- 
lian who directed two of the Jack Ryan 
films adapted from Tom Clancy novels 
— Patriot Games and Clear and Present 
Danger — as well as Rabbit-Proof Fence, 
was initially slated to direct American 
Pastoral as well, but later dropped out. 

It didn’t take the producers long to 
hand McGregor the keys, making it the 
Scottish actor’s directorial debut. 

“T suggested it, and they immedi- 
ately thought it was a good idea,” Mc- 
Gregor says. “They looked into the nuts 
and bolts and very quickly got back to 
me, two days later or something.” 

Having acted in some 60 movies, 
he'd long since caught the bug, pining 
for an opportunity to direct. While 
producer Gary Lucchesi says that he 
and fellow producer Tom Rosenberg 
worked to “surround Ewan with very 
strong technicians,’ they weren't wor- 
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Ewan McGregor stars

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ried, as “actors can make very fine di- 
rectors because they make other actors 
feel quite comfortable.” 

“We believed that if Jennifer and 
Dakota were comfortable with him be- 
ing the director, then at the very least 
we'd have a fine performance movie,” 
he adds. 

Apart from Connelly and Fanning, 
the film’s secondary cast is impressive. 
As a domestic drama that takes place 
during a stormy phase of US. history, 
it may be Oscar-bait, but American Pas- 
toral is an actor’s film: David Strathairn 
narrates as Zuckerman, Uzo Idiba (Cra- 
zy Eyes on Orange Is the New Black) is a 
senior worker in the glove factory, and 
Molly Parker (Congresswoman Jackie 
Sharp on House of Cards) plays Merry’s 
therapist. 

That roster of names didn’t faze 
McGregor. But one challenge of sitting 
in the director’s chair, he says, was not 
sitting in the chair. 

“T was in front of the camera or 
running around behind,” he says. “If 
I was in my trailer, it would be to just 
change my clothes. It was just nonstop. 
I loved it, the creative buzz of the 
whole thing.” 
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“The only difficult side — which 
wasn't difficult, it was just new — was 
sort of being behind the curtain the 
actors aren't usually behind,” he adds. 
“We're protected somewhat from the 
political status, the egos behind the 
project, the financial side of things, 
all of that sort of grown-up stuff we’re 
sort of shielded from as actors — and 
rightly so, because we should be left to 
concentrate on our job — but as direc- 
tor, of course you're in the middle of 
both of those camps. I feel more grown 
up for having done it, in that respect.” 

By homing in on the turbulence of 
the late 60s, American Pastoral embod- 
ies what Roth refers to as the “indige- 
nous American berserk,” a phrase that 
speaks to the country’s self-conception 
as a unique entity but also to the dark 
side of suburban life that here culmi- 
nates in an act of left-wing terrorism. 
The depiction of race relations is meant 
to comfort the White bourgeois con- 
science — during riots in Newark, the 
Swede tries to protect his factory by 
hanging a banner reading “Negroes 
Work Here” out the window — and 
McGregor sees some resonance be- 
tween that era and today. 


“In terms of social politics, in our 
film we see the African-American com- 
munity struggle against being beaten 
by White policemen on the streets to 
protest bad treatment, lack of equality 
in the workforce, nonrepresentation in 
local councils. We still have a long way 
to go in America. When you're used to 
being in L.A. — or New York, because 
L.A. is not really mixed properly, it’s 
hideously segregated — places I’ve 
worked in the middle of America are 
frightening. Cincinnati and Pittsburgh, 
to an extent, feel like that.” 

Having scouted locations in and 
around Pittsburgh with his cinematog- 
rapher for 12 weeks prior to the shoot, 
McGregor was unusually involved in 
the nitty-gritty of pre-production. (He 
has not met Philip Roth, who had no 
involvement beyond signing off on the 
script before McGregor even joined the 
project.) And on the acting side of the 
equation, he worked with an accent 
coach, too. Although you'd be hard 
pressed to say that he sounds defini- 
tively like a Jewish man born in 1930s 
New Jersey, breaking away from his 
own cadence is intrinsic to his process. 
Even in Trainspotting, the film that 
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launched his career — and the sequel 
of which is slated for a February 2017 
release — McGregor’s character Mark 
Renton speaks very differently from 
his natural voice. 

“Anything I’ve done in my own 
accent, which is very few things, feels 
like a sort of exposing or something,” 
he says. 

Since Nicole Kidman was also in 
town for the Mill Valley Film Festi- 
val — she and McGregor each won an 
award — it seems natural that the two 
stars of Moulin Rouge! might reunite 
and belt out a rendition of their duet, 
“Come What May.” 

“IT was hoping to see Mike Mills, 
who's bringing his film [20th Century 
Women] here,” McGregor says. “And 
Nicole — I think both our films were 
playing at similar times. I bumped into 
her in Toronto, which was nice after all 
these years, but no, I didn’t see her last 
night, sadly.”

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KNOW YOUR STREET ART 


Staring at 
Babylon 


When written in the middle 

of a word, the Arabic letter “shin” looks like 
a wavy ‘w, and the Arabic letter “miim” 
looks like a balloon that’s about to lift up. In 
Chris Gazaleh’s street art, the waves and 
balloons — the shins and miims — are lo- 
cated in his matrix of bigger lines and 
shapes that resemble Arabic letters that 
have been reimagined and reassembled. 
That’s what Gazaleh does — reimagines 
and reassembles, creating work that often 
centers around Arab faces. 

Gazaleh, 33, is Palestinian-American. 
His family emigrated from Palestine to 
San Francisco in 1955, and his public art 
around the Bay Area is a link to Palestin- 
ian culture — even if passers-by may not 
recognize the artworks’ connections to 
the Middle East. Gazaleh’s work at 2966 
Mission St., in front of a café, doesn’t ex- 
actly follow the rules of Arabic letters. 

“It’s a mosaic with no particular pat- 
tern, just a flow of lines that look like 
letters,” Gazaleh says. “I call it rhythmic 
painting, where I just go freestyle. I'll put 
letters in, and words — like the small “c” 
in Arabic — because it’s much more flow- 
ing and also because | want to put that in 
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my art as a positive portrayal of culture. 
The Arabic language is beautiful, and the 
beauty needs to be shown.” 

The work went up about a year ago, 
and its title, Staring at Babylon, is a refer- 
ence to the ancient Iraqi city that went 
from being a world wonder to a place 
of lost promise that was then restored. 

In Gazaleh’s work, Babylon becomes a 
symbol of world upheavals and of San 
Francisco’s upheaval, where skyrocketing 
real-estate prices and high-tech changes 
are reassembling neighborhoods like the 
Mission District. 

“It’s a representation of what’s going 
on in the world and in San Francisco,” says 
Gazaleh, a resident of the Excelsior Dis- 
trict. “San Francisco is just a microcosm of 
what’s happening in the whole world. We 
have the super-rich, the super-poor, and 
then people with mental conditions who 
are roaming the streets. San Francisco 
is another form of Babylon. There’s still 
goodness, with people trying to do good 
for the community. But basically what 
really inspired [Staring at Babylon] was 
having the Frisco Five, with their protests 
[against police brutality] in front of the 
Mission police station, and then at the 
same time guys selling their big compa- 
nies and making billions. I want people 
to pay more attention to the divide in 
society. The face in the art is looking out 
and looking kind of angry and sad but also 
determined. Like he’s trying to promote 
positive change.”— Jonathan Curiel

With Her 


Last week, first lady Michelle 
Obama delivered an impassioned speech 
at a Hillary Clinton rally in New Hamp- 
shire, denouncing the Republican Party’s 
presidential nominee, whose name she 
refused to utter. 

Overnight, the press was lauding 
Obama's speech, echoing the feeling 
I imagine many of us had upon hear- 
ing the historically uncontroversial 
first lady speak with such candor and 
emotion about a subject that has 
underscored so much of the current 
campaign trail. 

“A candidate for president has 
bragged about sexually assaulting 
women.” She repeated it twice, to 
make sure the words sunk in. 

She went on to paint chilling pic- 
tures of scenarios that women face 
every day, such as cat-calling and 
workplace harassment — things many 
of us have just learned to accept as 
part of our experiences as women on 
this earth. 

But hearing the first lady of the 
United States talk about “that sick, 
sinking feeling ... when men at work 
stand a little too close, stare a little 
too long ... that feeling of terror and 
violation that too many women have 
felt,” gave me full-body goosebumps. 
It brought me to heaving tears as I sat 
in my kitchen, hovered over my Face- 
book feed. 

“The truth is, it hurts,” she said, as 
her voice broke just enough to convey 
poignancy without compromising 
an ounce of strength, as many in the 
crowd called back in agreement. 

Obama mused that perhaps wom- 
en don’t always talk about how much 
words, actions, and larger systems 
that degrade and exploit us actually 
do hurt. 

“Maybe because we think that ad- 
mitting how much it hurts makes us 
look weak. Maybe we're afraid to be 
that vulnerable,” she said. “We’ve seen 
that people often won’t take our word 
over his.” 

I know that feeling: When your 
credibility is overlooked, your words 
ignored, your body insulted. It makes 
your jaw clench and your face get 
hot, but it’s muffled and suffo- 
cated by the knowledge that 
if you cry, if you yell, if you 
let them see you sweat or 
fail even once — they win. 
So you smile. 

I chose a career in 
the sex industry because 
part of me knew that no 
matter what profession [| 
chose, I would face some 
kind of objectification and 
sexism. So I decided that I 
might as well get paid for it. 
Even Clinton, who I hope on 
Nov. 9 will be declared our nation’s 
first female president-elect, is degrad-

ed by her critics daily. 

If the woman who has achieved 
one of the most powerful positions in 
the world is treated the way Clinton 
is treated by the press, the public, and 
even by her peers, how do any of us 
stand a chance? 

While Mrs. Obama and the rest 
of the sane world are ready to watch 
the Republican nominee’s campaign 
crumble, some of that nominee’s 
more vocal female supporters have 
defended his remarks about sexual 
assault and the way he continuously 
insults and belittles women. It’s “lock- 
er-room banter,” and “men talking 
to other men in a man’s world,” they 
claim. It leads us to the only logical 
conclusion: that the Republican 
nominee has developed an army of 
Stepford Wives who are programmed 
to repeat his nonsensical campaign 
slogans, Teddy Ruxpin-style, until 
manually deactivated. Because seri- 
ously, no human woman with a real 
brain should vote Republican in this 
presidential election. 

Clinton quoted Michelle Obama 
during the horrifically uncomfortable 
second presidential debate: “When 
they go low, we go high.” But the high 
road is exhausting. Pretending that 
the endless barrage of insults and 
personal attacks fielded by people 
who don’t seem to have any interest 
in meaningful dialogue or progress, 
wears on the heart, the brain, and the 
soul.

Christine 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Sundance Kabuki 
Cinemas. 
Indie films run in cycles just like main- 
stream movies, and 2016 is the year of 
competing (or possibly complementary) 
films about the 1974 televised suicide of 
Sarasota newscaster Christine Chub- 
buck. After Robert Greene’s experimen- 
tal documentary Kate Plays Christine 
comes Antonio Campos’ far more 
straightforward biopic Christine. Here, 
Rebecca Hall plays Christine as a re- 
porter struggling with her inability to 
advance at a station whose manager Mi- 
chael (Tracy Letts) is less interested in 
Christine’s human-interest stories than 
in blood and guts, as well as with her own 
personal demons, particularly as they re- 
late to lead anchor George (Michael C. 
Hall), a sweet-talking shoo-in for a gig in 
Baltimore Christine desperately wants. 
(Not directly contributing to the story 
but a pleasure to have around for comic 
relief is weatherman Steve, played by 
Veep’s Timothy Simons in full-on Jonad 
mode.) In addition to being a terrific por- 
trait of crippling social anxieties, Chris- 
tine is a portrait of a bygone era that in 
many ways looks the same as ours — 
even now, a tall, dark-eyed brunette sel- 
dom has the same potential for career 
advancement as a pert little blond — but 
also a feast of analog hardware, featuring 
many loving close-ups of 1974's cut- 
ting-edge film and video technology. For 
as obsolete as 16mm film has become, 
though, the guns haven't changed that 
much.

Miss Hokusai 
Rated PG-13. 
Opens Friday at the Clay Theatre. 
The title character in Miss Hokusai looks 
at the red crape myrtle in her mother’s 
backyard and recites these lines of po- 
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etry: “Scatter briskly / bloom heartily.” 
Her father is the Japanese artist Hoku- 
sai, famed for his woodblock print The 
Great Wave off Kanagawa. That iconic im- 
age is inventively re-created in this an- 
ime based on the manga Sarusuberi 
(Japanese for “crape myrtle”). But the 
film is a poetic homage not to him but to 
his daughter, Katsushika Oi, and her 
burgeoning skill as a painter. Set in the 
1800s during the final years of the Edo 
period, the film reimagines that era with 
dozens of lovely details: shaking snow 
from wintry tree branches, the release of 
caged sparrows into the bluest sky, 
paintings that waken on the canvas and 
teem with life. The relationship Miss 
Hokusai shows onscreen illustrates the 
way in which a father subtly hands down 
his craft to his talented daughter. In one 
scene, Hokusai has labored over a large 
dragon painting. An ember drops from 
Katsushika’s pipe onto the drawing and 
ruins it. After her father leaves in frus- 
tration, she has a vision of a yellow-eyed 
dragon descending from the ink black 
night. In the morning, the camera finds 
her asleep near a dragon painted with 
those same yellow eyes. The accident is 
also the occasion of her artistic awaken-

Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Vogue Theater. 
If local filmmaker J.P. Allen’s 2014 Love 
and Demons proved that nobody hates 
screenwriters more than another screen- 
writer, then his new film reVISIONS goes 
further inward, continuing his obsession 
with screenwriting, romance, and possi- 
bly himself. Jim (Allen) is a screenwriter 
struggling with the crumbling of his rela- 
tionship with Angela (Bekka Fink), and 
also with his difficulties writing a screen- 
play about the crumbling of that rela- 
tionship. Much like the

anthropomorphized demons haunting 
the lovers in Allen’s previous film, here 
he’s harangued by personified versions 
of his Inner Critic (Chris Pflueger), the 
Screenplay (Lucia Frangione), the First 
Draft of the Screenplay (Michelle Drex- 
ler), and an Action Script Joseph Est- 
lack) that won’t take “this isn’t about 
you’ for an answer. Also popping up is a 
Shyamalan-level rebuke to critics, partic- 
ularly feminist critics, in the form of the 
catsuit-clad Blah Blah Lady (played by 
Ashley Rain Tuner). Of a piece with Love 
and Demons, but never quite as emotion- 
ally satisfying as that film, reVISIONS 
also functions as an east-of-Twin- 

Peaks travelogue of San Francisco, par- 
ticularly the more literarily trendy areas 
of North Beach. (Dig that Jack Kerouac 
street sign sneaking into the corner of 
the frame while Jim writes!) And to 
those watching the film outside of San 
Francisco, reVISIONS isn't exaggerating 
— most of our local coffeehouses really 
do play their music that fucking loud.

Creepy 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Roxie. 
It’s been six years since Saki’s parents 
and brother have disappeared. When 
Koichi, a retired cop, stumbles upon this 
cold case, he questions her about the 
past. The director, Kiyoshi Kurosawa, 
stages a remarkable interrogation scene. 
It takes place inside a glass-walled office. 
The camera circles the interview and the 
light, already a sickly, hospital green, 
darkens as she searches for memories 
lost in the aftermath of trauma. In the 
background, dozens of people go about 
their daily business oblivious to the an- 
guished conversation taking place 
nearby. In the meantime, Koichi’s wife 
Yasuko is settling into their new home. 
She decides to politely introduce herself 
to the neighbors by making and deliver- 


ing a batch of homemade chocolates. 
When Mr. Nishino (Teruyuki Kagawa) 
opens his gate to Yasuko, she — and the 
screen — are overwhelmed by his creepi- 
ness. It takes almost 75 minutes for the 
two plotlines to collide, but when they 
do, it’s terrifying. The psychological ten- 
sion builds up minute by minute as each 
unreliable narrator reveals a feint or a lie. 
Creepy examines the complexity of Japa- 
nese etiquette, the rigid system of per- 
sonal deference, and then shows how 
that system strains and breaks under 
pressure. Yasuko’s curiosity about her 
odd neighbor fogs her common sense. 
Her unfailing kindness makes her forget 
that good fences make good neighbors.

Tartine Manufactory is the zenith of Mission-ness. 


Prosciutto, roasted 
pear, and pecorino 
sandwich

The first time I ever went to the 
Googleplex, I was with a close friend who 
does something really boring involving 
the company’s internal security system 
but who organizes his day around which 
of the 20-something eateries is serving 
the most interesting things. This is why 
were buds. I was a broke-ass with a lot 
of free time, so I took Caltrain to Moun- 
tain View and had lunch with him ata 
Basque-style cafe, followed immediately 
by a scoot across campus to lunch No. 2 
at a New American spot. Tech perks are 
old hat now, but this was 2009. I felt like 
Google had achieved what the Soviet 
Union desperately wanted, a surveil- 
lance state of unimaginable superabun- 
dance (minus the agitprop about 
tractors). 

Tartine Manufactory makes me feel 
like that. Not the totalitarian part, 
but the impression of limitless plenty, 
more or less catering to the elite (as 
defined by people who will pay $9 for 
apple butter toast with ricotta). Tak- 
ing the concept of an open kitchen to 
its logical endpoint, Chad Robertson 
and Liz Prueitt have placed their ovens 
front and center, like an altar. This is 
way outside my area of expertise, but 
I suspect Tartine sunk a lot of money 
into climate control, because when it’s 
packed inside and 70 degrees outside 
and there’s large-scale baking happen- 
ing, it should probably feel like the 
Santa Ana winds are blowing in there,

but not even the slightest warm puff is 
detectable. 

As with the original Tartine Bakery, 
window-shopping the pastries can be 
a joy in its own right. Here, though, 
you re handed a menu and a golf pencil 
by an employee at the top of the stairs 
(who may also function as a de facto 
bouncer if the place has hit capacity, 
which it will) and the tension between 
“ooh, that sounds good on paper” and 
“ooh, that looks good 
in the case” might 
cause your muscles 
to tense up. The only 
disappointment I 
uncovered in that de- 
partment was an ar- 
gula hazelnut danish 
($4.25) which, while 
a technical marvel 
of airy flakiness, was 
as stingy as a Eu- 
ropean airport cafe 
with what amounted to a pesto filling. 
Instead, go for the sour cherry créme 
fraiche scone ($3.50) or the Gateau 
Basque ($8), a buttery, rustic jewel 
with wine-soaked apricots. 

But Tartine Manufactory serves 
meals, not just nibbles. At their best, 
the sandwiches display a kind of culi- 
nary liquefaction — but instead of un- 
stable soil turning to jelly in an earth- 
quake, the cheese under the bread 
soaks through as you bite it. That 
delicious phenomenon happened with 
the roasted mushroom and raclette

($13) and again with the eggplant, 
stracciatella, and harissa — although 
the eggplant desperately needed salt 
because even that tangy-spicy harissa 
can’t do all the work. Yet the ham, 
cheese, and pickle sandwich ($14) — a 
Cubano, essentially — walked right up 
to the border between salty and too- 
salty. If you should happen to share 
that along with, say, the prosciutto, 
roasted pear, and pecorino sandwich 
($14), eat the latter first or else you 
will never taste a thing. It’s not just 
because the individual ingredients 

are milder, although they are. Ina 

rare misstep, the bread is too thick, 
dwarfing the contents — and, in my 
case at least, the greens were wilted 
and lifeless. 

Little treats abound, from a pea- 
nut-almond cookie as light as me- 
ringue to a butterscotch pudding; up 
and down the line, quality and variety 
go hand-in-hand. For brunch, the 
Liege waffle ($4.50) and its slightly 
caramelized, almost thin-candy- 
shell-like crust is the closest thing to 
a must; there’s no need for syrup at 
all. (Now that Suite Foods in Bernal 
Heights is gone, they’re harder than 
ever to find in this town.) 

Beyond the coffee station, the 
Manufactory has a wine bar that 
serves low-proof cocktails and mixes 
its own sodas, and collectively, the 
drinks are no slouch. A michelada 
($7) — or “smoked pepper chelada,” 
technically — was less challenging and 
more juice-like than 
it sounds. It was 
almost chelada-ade, 
and it would quench 
your thirst if you'd 
crawled across 
town on your knees 
in desperation. 

The effervescent, 
water-based, tur- 
meric ginger kefir 
($7) might be the 
electric shade of a 
sports drink or the color of pee after 
an overdose of multivitamins, but it 
was equally refreshing. I wasn’t sur- 
prised that it’s made in-house, but I 
was surprised to learn it’s on tap. Kefir 
on tap: Put some in a time capsule to 
be opened in 2516 and let’s confuse 
the hell out of the future. 

This dizzying swirl of artisanal 
mayhem might almost be secondary 
to the space itself, which is meant 
to astound through its combination 
of industry, aesthetic restraint, and 
Heath ceramics on built-in shelves. 
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My eye kept wandering to the stacked 
ovens, one technological stratum 
below a flying-car factory staffed by 
sentient robots, and then to the gently 
swaying Japanese paper lanterns. One 
must have cost tens of thousands, the 
others a couple bucks each online. And 
apart from neat rows of wine bottles 
in one corner, almost everything is 
white or wood. While clutter wouldn’t 
mesh well with a busy atmosphere — 
this is no diner — it almost feels too 
clean, like it’s just been staged fora 
catalog shoot. 

I’ve been in about five or six times, 
on weekdays and weekends, and 
always at a different time of day — 
which makes a big difference when the 
sun is streaming through the factory 
windows. It’s pretty much always busy 
— and mostly in a cheerful, orderly 
way, although waiting in line in order 
to wait in another line isn’t my jam. 
Walking past the carb-porn display of 
Tartine Bread Service ($32 for fresh 
loaves and ramekins full of fixings) 
toward the restrooms, I kept wonder- 
ing if Tartine Manufactory could have 
been any bigger without fracturing 
into more of a food hall, or whether, 
like a freeway that gets widened, in- 
creased capacity would only lead to 
more traffic. 

Happily, there is now ice cream, 
made partly from water buffalo milk 
sourced from a farm in Petaluma. Tar- 
tine Cookies and Cream is a separate 
counter from the main action, which 
naturally means yet another line. 
While admiring the ice cream jerk’s 
finesse with filling a sample-size cone 
of soft-serve without overflowing, | 
learned that the water buffalo have 
names. At $3.50 for a small cup, $5 
for a large, and $5.75 for a cone, it’s 
a notch pricier than Humphry Slo- 
combe or the Bi-Rite Creamery, which 
Cookies and Cream slightly resembles. 
Be it a silky flor di latte or the fruity, 
complex Askinosie dark chocolate, the 
texture was richer than either of its 
competitors, which use Straus as their 
base. 

Consumed with indecision, the 
people ahead of me asked about top- 
pings for their Concord grape sorbet, 
which is an even prettier color than the 
ube ice cream at Mitchell’s. 

The staff recommendation was 
telling: “If you're gonna Instagram it, 
sprinkles.”

Boba Fete: 
Do-It-Yourself 
Bubble Tea

In Taiwan in 1988, Chun Shui 
Tang Cultural Tea House kicked off the 
bubble (or boba) tea movement, a huge 
departure from the tradition of serving 
tea hot. Over time, boba came to include 
chewy add-ons, and there are boba out- 
posts around the world today. Conse- 
quently, a cottage industry has sprung 
up, producing boba ingredients like 
powdered creamer, tapioca balls made 
from cassava root, mini squares of vari- 
ous shades, and flavors of jelly. In Japan- 
town, there’s even chocolate versions 
and cotton candy fluff to tip the deca- 
dence scale, and part of boba’s thrill is 
the pleasure of alternating between 
chewing and drinking. 

That fun factor is tough to ignore. 
This stuff makes people feel happy and 
alive, and even a bit like a child. During 
recent travels around Taiwan, I learned 
at Chun Shui Tang that while the word 
boba means “pearl,” it can also mean 
“boobs” or “big-breasted.” 

[had to laugh at the coincidence. I 
have (big) boobs that cost $132,000, 
and my bobas were built from my 
stomach after my “real” breasts were 
removed due to a cancer diagnosis at a 
youngish age. So yeah, Ill take the title 
of Queen Boba! 

Boba seems close to getting all 
artisanal on us, what with the rise of 
the Boba Guys, who forgo the artificial 
creamer (and also add plan on adding 
booze to their boba drinks as boba 
shops in Los Angeles do). While I en- 
joy a boba outing as much as the next 
queen, at Chun Shui Tang, I learned 
how to make DIY bubble tea. Since I 
already have a cocktail shaker back at 
home in S.F, it’s easy to mix up a frothy 
concoction. 

Historically, the first boba drinks 
were made from strong black tea shak- 
en heartily with simple syrup, which is 
equal parts sugar and water. Chiang, 
our youthful instructor at Chun Shui 
Tang, told us that it’s key to shake the 
milk and tea together as rapidly as 
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possible. 

Tapioca pearls at Berkeley Bowl, 
Ranch 99, or similar stores stocked 
with Asian specialties come next. There 
are five-minute or quick-cooking tapi- 
oca pearls, but you'll potentially sacri- 
fice flavor and texture for convenience. 
I haven’t used powdered creamer since 
an older relative visited for Thanksgiv- 
ing in the early aughts, so I decided to 
stick with liquid soy or almond milk 
for my at-home boba party. It’s also 
OK to play around with which tea to 
use for your boba. Black, green, white, 
and even herbal tea are completely 
welcome, since boba is meant to be 
customized. And if you are into mango 
puree or other fruity additions, those 
can also work with some tinkering. 


Do It Yourself Boba Tea 


Ingredients 

Ice 

Simple syrup (equal parts sugar and wa- 
ter boiled then cooled) 

One cup cooked boba tapioca pearls (use 
approximately two tablespoons per drink) 
One half-gallon of black, green, or herbal 
tea at room temperature (Do not use 
steaming hot tea.) 

Dairy of choice (soy, rice, almond, con- 


densed) 


1. Put one-quarter cup ice, one-half cup 
cold tea, dairy of choice (one tablespoon 
or more) and simple syrup (to taste) in 
the shaker. If you don’t want it sweet, 
skip the syrup. 

2. Cover the shaker and shake vigor- 
ously until condensation appears on the 
outside, approximately 45 seconds. You 
are doing the shaking right if your own 
bobas (chest) are shaking like you're ona 
hot, exuberant dance floor. 

3. Pour drink over a strainer into a cup 
or glass. 

4. Add two tablespoons boba pearls, or 
to taste. 

5. Use a wide straw to drink (all the bet- 
ter to slurp the boba pearls as discreetly 
as you wish).

It’s not a huge leap to go from 
making drugs to making beer. 

But we're not talking about home 
meth labs. Paul Duatschek, the brew- 
master at Standard Deviant Brewing 
in the Mission, used to work in biotech 
making pharmaceuticals before he took 
his passion for science and reapplied it to 
home-brewing. 

He went to work at Magnolia Brew- 
ing to get some professional experience 
and later teamed up with Mark DeVito 
— who owns, co-owns, or used to own 
several bars like Dr. Teeth in the Mis- 
sion and Bullitt on Polk Street — plus 
a college buddy named Dave Azzam to 
start Standard Deviant Brewing on 14th 
Street in the Mission. 

Open for two months now, Standard 
Deviant has quickly built a distribution 
network for its Sloe Jam Saison and Bel- 
gian IPA, DeVito says, worming its way 
into about 30 bars around town. For the 
most part, Standard Deviant’s offerings 
cover the basic categories without get- 
ting too fantastical or gimmicky. Of the 
eight or nine beers available on a recent 
Friday night, there was a Belgian blonde, 
a porter, a Kolsch, and an extra pale, all of 
them between 5.3 and 7.0 percent ABV. 
(They’re all solid representatives of their 
various categories, although the Altbier 
— a brown ale traditionally associated 
with Diisseldorf, Germany — was the 
deepest and most rounded.) At $3 for any 
eight-ounce pour, and $6 for 12 ounces, 
it’s easy to run through everything with- 
out becoming either highly inebriated or 
having to Venmo your friends. 

The experiments are coming, though. 
As DeVito puts it, “We’re in the ‘standard’ 
half of our brewing right now. We'll get 
to the ‘deviant’ half soon. We want to 
say, Here are our beers, done classically. 
We're going to put those out first, then 
add more.” 

Duatschek takes his time, toying with 
new hops over and over until he works 
out all the kinks — sometimes going 
through as many as 50 test runs. Of the 
three owner-operators, he’s the only actu- 
al brewer for the time being, but that too 
will change. 

“He’s going to start teaching us how to 
do stuff,” DeVito says. “We'll be brewer’s 
assistants.” 

A bourbon-aged porter ought to debut 
in the near future, followed by a blackber- 
ry sour porter and other brews that will 
differentiate them from other firms in 
San Francisco’s rapidly proliferating craft 
beer scene. 

Although the beers on tap are mostly 
quite sessionable, they’re not above 
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launching the occasional rocket to outer 
space. 

“Last year, for Beer Week, we did an 
Imperial Kolsch,” DeVito says. “Tradi- 
tionally, it’s a very light beer, but it was 
13 percent [ABV], a trip that blasted 
people.” 

Once they stretch their wings, they'll 
add more tanks to increase capacity (and 
quite likely expand their hours, which 
are currently Thursday through Sunday). 
As it stands, beer from this three-man 
operation is already flowing through the 
taps at Gestalt, Flying Pig, Ocean Avenue 
Alehouse, Soda Popinski’s, the Armory 
Club, Jackalope, Dogpatch Saloon, and 
elsewhere. 

As is becoming common practice with 
microbreweries around town, rotating 
food trucks — from Doc’s Classic to 
Sneaky’s BBQ — station themselves 
curbside. DeVito doesn’t think Standard 
Deviant will ever install its own kitchen, 
largely because it would crowd out room 
for more beer production. Apart from 
the wooden tables, there’s a Metallica 
pinball machine (plus a few others) and 
little else by way of decor, but the interi- 
or is mostly finished. In anticipation of 
its proper grand-opening party in No- 
vember, DeVito says there'll be “a couple 
more pinball machines, and I think we'll 
be good to open.” 

The name is a play on the mathemat- 
ical term “standard deviation,” which 
relates to variations in a given set of data 
and typically puts people to sleep faster 
than a round of heavy day-drinking. 

“If you spend any time with us,” 
DeVito says, “while we do take things 
somewhat seriously, we're also a bunch 
of knuckleheads.” 

Noting that a lot of their other choic- 
es were already taken, he adds, “And 
there was no trademark infringement 
on it.” 

Anecdotally, at least, Standard Devi- 
ant has won something of a reputation 
outside the seven-by-seven bounds of 
this city. A husband-and-wife team of 
culinary sophisticates from Michigan in 
town for their daughter’s 21st birthday 
were more than happy to wile away a 
drizzly late afternoon before sauntering 
over to Valencia Street for Vietnamese 
food. But mostly, it was locals chilling 
out, probably glad that for once they 
didn’t have to hoof it to Dogpatch, the 
craft boom’s epicenter, for something 
new. 

And for people decrying the eviscer- 
ation of everything that made San Fran- 
cisco a habitat for deviants in the first 
place, DeVito reports that his landlady 
turned down tech companies offering far 
more money to rent the space — which 
happens to be zoned for manufacturing, 
anyway. 

“Not to badmouth anything,” he says, 
“but she really liked that we were trying 
to keep some soul alive.”

Have Faith in Eryn Allen Kane

“It sounds cliche,” singer-song- 
writer Eryn Allen Kane warns me over 
the phone while driving to a recording 
session in L.A. She’s explaining how she 
learned to sing, and credits the church 
on the east side of Detroit that she at- 
tended as a kid, as well as its choir, for in- 
troducing her to the art form and helping 
her hone her vocal chops. 

I’m not surprised. 

Listen to any song from either of 
Kane’s two EPs, Aviary: Act I and Avi- 
ary: Act II, and the gospel influences 
of her childhood are front and center. 
Harmonies, a cappella arrangements, 
syncopated rhythms, and veiled Bible 
references: They're all there. And even 
though the 26-year-old’s lyrics are 
staunchly secular, her tracks have a 
sermon-like quality and spew life les- 
sons and advice, like not letting social 
media hurt your confidence and the 
importance of staying positive. 

“T try to stick to the roots of my 
singing,’ says Kane, who is known not 
only for her hearty, versatile voice, 
but for her mammoth mound of curly 
brown hair. “I’m not going to make a 
song like Lady Gaga using 808s and 
Auto-Tune.” 

Of all her songs, the gospel streak 
is strongest in the 2015 single, “Have 
Mercy,’ a gentle acoustic track punc- 
tuated by finger snaps and choral ar- 
rangements from female vocalists. She 
penned and produced the ditty over 
the course of an afternoon in August 
2014 after watching news segments 
on the shooting of 18-year-old Michael 
Brown in Ferguson, Mo., and the mur- 
der of a little boy who had been beaten 
to death by his mother. 

“It just broke my heart,” says Kane, 
who recalls fleeing to the basement 
of her Chicago apartment and crying 
while working on what would become 
“Have Mercy.” At the time, she was jug- 
gling two nannying jobs and only had 
time to work on her music in the wee 
hours of the morning. Though singing 
is her first passion, she abandoned it in 
college because of a crooked recording 
deal she'd signed as a teenager that 
shackled her with so many limitations 
that she decided to give up the activity 
altogether. 

When the 18-month contract ran 
out, Kane, who was then a freshman at 
Chicago’s Columbia College, was still 
not ready to return to music and pur- 
sued acting instead. (While in college, 
she auditioned for the first season of 
The Glee Project and made it to the top 
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Eryn Allen Kane 


80 contestants, out of 137,000.) It 
wasn’t until her senior year, when she 
went to Australia to live with her fa- 
ther for the summer of 2013, that she 
started recording again. 

By the time she finished “Have Mer- 
cy, Kane had a few other gospel- and 
soul-inspired tracks under her belt, all 
of which had been softly released and 
garnered little attention. She figured 
the same thing would happen with 
“Have Mercy,’ especially because it 
does not fall in the more popular genre 
categories of pop, rock, or hip-hop. But 
she was wrong. Within a few months, 
not only were local radio stations play- 
ing the single, but so, too, were BBC 
DJs across the Atlantic. 

“It’s something that took me and 
everyone else by surprise,’ Kane says. 
“T don’t make music that’s supposed 
to be on the radio. I was like, “This 
was not supposed to happen!’ But 
you know that baseball movie where 
they’re like, ‘If you make it, they’ll 
come?’ Well, it’s kind of like that. If 
you make good music, people are going 
to fuck with it no matter what.” 

In fact, defying expectations seems 
to be a recurring event in Kane’s ca- 
reer. In 2013, after hearing one of her 
first tracks, an unaccompanied multi- 
part harmony called “Hollow,” Prince 
reached out to the then-unknown 
artist with talks of collaborating on a 
project. Due to schedule conflicts, the 


pair never met up, but the Purple One 
got in touch with the Big-Haired One 

a few years later, after hearing “Have 
Mercy” on Aviary: Act 1. This time, 

they were able to meet up, and Kane 
traveled to Paisley Park Studios in Min- 
nesota, where she laid down the hook 
for “Baltimore,” a funky pop tribute 
inspired by the controversial death of 
Freddie Gray. 

Following the song’s release, Kane 
partook in an onstage jam session 
with Prince at his Dance Rally 4 Peace 
event in May 2015, only to encounter 
another lucky break moments later. 
While checking her phone backstage, 
Kane discovered an email from direc- 
tor Spike Lee, who wanted her to write 
music for his upcoming film, Chi-Raq. 
But when Lee discovered that Kane 
was also an actress, he decided to give 
her a principal role as Tee-Tee, a friend 
of protagonist Lysistrata and one of 
the women partaking in the controver- 
sial sex hiatus. 

Thanks again to “Have Mercy,” 
Kane encountered another stroke 
of luck in 2015. Chance the Rapper, 
whom Kane had met in college while 
working as “a Red Bull girl,” tapped 
the artist for vocals and songwriting 
assistance on Surf, the debut album for 
his new band, The Social Experiment. 
Following their collaboration, Chance 
tweeted a link to the music video for 
“Have Mercy,” describing Kane as the 
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“honorary First Lady of The Social 
Experiment.” The tweet garnered new 
fans for Kane and proved her versatil- 
ity as more than just a soul and gospel 
singer. 

“T’ve been blessed to be in a situ- 
ation where there are so many other 
musical people around me that have 
helped me out,” Kane says. “Me being a 
novice has worked really well.” 

Now on her first nationwide tour, it 
would be hard to still classify Kane as 
a novice. Though her first live perfor- 
mance sans backup singers didn’t occur 
until February of this year, Kane, who 
has suffered her whole life from stage 
fright, has now had a few months of 
experience taking to the stage on her 
own. Of course, she still gets nervous, 
but she’s learned how to truck through 
the fear — and, fortunately, doesn’t 
“feel like I have to throw up and shit on 
myself at the same time.” 

“Now that I’m playing shows back 
to back, I've become way more familiar 
with being onstage,” she says. “I have 
so much to learn still, but ’m doing 
OK.”

There are few electronic musi- 
cians out there as influential, prodigious, 
or underrated as Meat Beat Manifesto, 
aka Jack Dangers. Dangers has always 
gone his own way, picking up bits and 
pieces from scenes and sounds all over, 
blending them together into something 
totally unique. 

Early Meat Beat Manifesto is often 
considered “industrial,” likely because 
legendary Chicago record label Wax 
Trax! licensed several of their first 
releases. They certainly possessed the 
experimental spirit of their industrial 
contemporaries, but in truth, they 
forged their own sound, indebted as

The West Is a Mess by Earth 
Jerks; Ba Da Bing Records 

The product of San Francisco’s Chris 
Dixon, The West Is a Mess is a pitch-per- 
fect psychedelic drone exploration — a 


textural work that, if the listener allows, 


will reconfigure mind and body. 

The West Is a Mess was crafted on 
a delightfully simple setup: “One 
guy, a keyboard, a few pedals, and 
that’s it,” the tape’s description says. 
Furthermore, Dixon classifies the 
music as “surf-rock” and specifies its 
reference points as “Sunset Strip ’66,” 
not “Berlin or Cologne ’72.” Given 
Dixon's meager setup, it’s remarkable 
how closely he was able to mimic the

Sensual Works by Beesmunt 
Soundsystem; HNYTRX 


Honey Soundsystem’s latest 12-inch 
comes from Beesmunt Soundsystem, a 
Dutch duo whose name seems curiously 
indebted to Honey’s. (Bees ... honey... 
I'll see myself out.) It’s a four-track EP 
of playful, Italo-inspired house and 
techno, versatile fodder for DJs and 
home listeners who want retro-inspired 
dance music that isn’t an easy throw- 
back. 

“Sensual Works” is a big tune — its 
focal point is a maddeningly catchy 
synthesizer melody, the kind of thing 
you might find on a forgotten record 
from 1982, featuring someone wear- 
ing legwarmers and a side ponytail on 
the cover. It’ll stick in your head and 
it’ll make you dance. 

“Blissed Out” is the record’s stand- 
out single. It opens with a long intro 
full of ecstatically emotional melodies 
— certainly earning its title, here — 
and doesn’t drop the beat until almost 
three minutes in. It’s the kind of tune 
magical dancefloor moments are 
made of. 

“Playin’ Myself” switches gears: 
It’s a moody, minimal acid track, built 
around a pulsing throb that blows 
wide open. Honey's Jason Kendig 
closes the record with a remix of “Sen- 
sual Works,” tweaking the original’s 
synth riff and contributing chunky 
tribal percussion.

When it comes to exuding rock ’n’ roll, Black Rebel Motorcycle Club might just 
take the cake. There’s its name, which conjures images of James Dean riding 
through the desert flanked by the Hell’s Angels. There’s the band’s longstanding 
penchant for leather jackets, arguably the official uniform of the genre. And 
then there’s the music: hard, pounding rock songs with psychedelic sensibilities 
and fierce guitar licks indebted to Led Zeppelin, George Harrison’s solo work, 
and the Jesus and Mary Chain. Though the trio is reportedly recording new ma- 
terial, it has been three long years since its most recent album, the pummeling 
Specter at the Feast, hit shelves. The delay, however, is not exactly the band’s 
fault: An unexpected diagnosis of Chiari malformations sidelined drummer 
Leah Shapiro, who endured invasive brain surgery in 2014 and spent months in 
recovery. Now she’s back behind the kit and pounding harder than ever, because 
what’s more rock’n’ roll than telling a severe brain condition to suck it?

For a while there, it looked like Death from Above 1979 was a done deal. After 
riding the punk-funk hysteria wave of the mid-’00s, the group announced they 
were disbanding in 2006, citing creative and philosophical differences. In 2011, 
the Toronto duo reformed for a few reunion shows and continued to tour and 
produce new music thereafter. The group's latest album, The Physical World, is a 
thunderous, relentless effort, featuring Sebastien Grainger’s arena-sized drum 
machinations and propulsive, slithery notes from bassist-synthesizer Jesse 
Keeler. While their debut album, You’re a Woman, I’m a Machine, seems forever 
linked to the band’s contemporaries (!!!, The Rapture), their new album feels re- 
freshingly out of step with the current sound of indie rock — a sonic creation 
that is unapologetically bold and full-tempo. It’s always nice to see bands play 
nice and make up, and it’s even better when their reconciliations produce some- 
thing worthwhile.

Houston-born rapper Kirko Bangz has a “thang” for misspelling and making up 
words. In addition to his name (Bangz?), this penchant extends to his music, as 
evidenced by the title of his very first single, “What Yo Name Iz?” Since then, 
he’s dropped more bizarrely named songs, like “Negus,” “Keep It Trill,” and 
“Work Sum’n.” If none of those rings a bell, maybe his breakout hit, 2011’s 
“Drank In My Cup,” does. Over a relaxed, mid-pace melody sprinkled with sug- 
ary synths and undulating drums, the 27-year-old rapper, who possesses a 
pinched, nasally voice, sings about purple drank, the infamous codeine-pro- 
methazine-and-Sprite cocktail that H-Town’s DJ Screw popularized in the ’80s. 
The track peaked at No. 28 on Billboard’s Hot 100, and to date, even though 
Bangz has collaborated with the likes of Fetty Wap, August Alsina, and E-40, he 
has yet to reach those same heights with another song. But Bangz is still rela- 
tively young, and his debut album, Back Flosin’, just came out in August. If you're 
a die-hard Bangz fan, you can shell out an extra $40 to attend the artist’s post- 
show meet-and-greet, too. Jessie Schiewe

I'm sorry about what happened to your daughter 
at the grocery store—I’m sorry about what was done 
to your daughter by that entitled asshole at the gro- 
cery store—but I’m glad you were there with her when 
it happened. 

The author Kelly Oxford, in response to Donald 
Trump’s horrific comments about sexually assaulting 
women, called on women to tweet about their first 
assaults under the hashtag #notokay. Oxford's post 
went viral—more than a million women responded— 
and reading through the seemingly endless thread, I 
was struck by how many women were alone the first 
time they were assaulted. Oxford herself was alone the 
first time it happened to her: “Old man on a city bus 
grabs my ‘pussy’ and smiles at me. I’m 12.” 

A lot of women I know, including some very close 
friends, were your daughter’s age the first time it hap- 
pened to them, MADDER, but they were alone.
